The Speeches in The Theater—Fifteen 
Hundred Pers ns Shake the General’s 
Hand—Mrs. Grant’s Reception—Inci- 
dents of t% jon—What Was Said 
of Grant—The Party Depart for the 
East. 


The people of Reno yesterday awoke 
from their apparent indifference con- 
cerning Grant and his movements. 
No announcement had been made by 
the reception committee of what would 
be done in honor of the Genera! on 
his arrival, and many eager inquiries 
were made throughout the day as to 
where the talked of reception would 
be held, etc. Early in the day flags 
were displayed on every staff in the 
town and many of the stores were 
decorated. The front of Strasburger 
& Co.’s estublishment was handsomely 
adorned for the eccasion. The Depot 
Hotel was gay with bunting, and little 
flags bearing the stars and stripes 
fluttered from every available point 
of attachment. As early as half past 
three o'clock a large crowd had gath- 
ered about the depot. As the time 
of artival drew near, among the hur. 
rying throng might be seen many a 
man who had said that he would not 
go two steps to see Grant.

ant journey home and be preserved to 
the nation that you may serve your 
country as illustriously in the future 
as in the past.

GRANT'S REPLY. 

Labizs AND GENTLEMEN:-—It af- 
fords me very great pleasure to see 
this bright spot in Nevada. I was not 
under the expectation of seeing such 
an agricultural land as appears here 
so favorably. We know what Nevada 
has cone and is doing to bring about 
the general prosperity of our country, 
and to bring about and preserve the 
resumption ef specie payments so long 
deferred. [Applause.] I thank you, 
ladiesand gentlemen, for the greeting 
you have given me.

GRANT TELLS A STORY. 

„Ves, that’s right,” said Grant, I 
was once fined, myself, for fast driv- 
ing. It was in Washington, just after 
the war. I was driving a good horse 
through one of the back streets, and 


was going alung pretty fast. By and 
bye I was pulled up by a policeman, 
and taken into court to answer to the 
charge of fast driving. Four or five 
fellows went along with us as witness- 
es, each expecting to pocket a witness’ 
fee of $1 50. I made up my mind to 
beat those chaps, and wher. called to 
answer the charge, I told the Conrt 
that I kad a good horse, and thought 
he had been making pretty good time.

MRS. GRANTS RECEPTION. 
During the stay of the party here 
Mrs. Grant remained in the drawing- 
room car, where she received several 
hundred ladies. The general com- 
mittee had appointed a delegation of 
ladies, consisting of Mrs. B. F. Leete, 
Mrs. ©. C. Powning, Mrs. J. H. Kin- 
kead, Mrs. C. T. Bender and Mrs. W.

They did what they could to make her 
brief stay pleasant, presenting her 
with a profusion of fresh flowers. 
They also had a carriage in waiting 
for Mrs Grant, but she did net wish 
to leave the car. She is described as 
a pleasaut, motherly sort of a little 
woman, with no nonsense about her. 
The youthful Ulysses remained in the 
car with his mother, and of course 
received a liberal share of attention 
from the ladies. 

THE CEREMONIES ( ONCLUDED, 

Grant diverted himself by standing on 
the rear platform of the train, and 
taking a look around. Quite a num- 
ber of persons brought their hands up 


to him to be shaken, and the Genera! 
got sufficient exercise in that way to 
keep from catching cold, and to 
sharpen his appetite fer the dinner 
that was being cooked in the car. 
Several mothers presented babies to 
be kissed. He kissed them with quiet 
fortitude. One individual came up 
and offered him a cigar. Although 
Grant was not smoking at the time, 

the offer was politely declined. 

“Got plenty inside, thank you,” 
said Grant, pointing into the car. 
Grant made a good impression on this 
community. The remarks made on 
the street about him were usiformly 
complimentary to his character. He 
leoks honest, one man said. A 
brave old boy, remarked another. 
One man, in describing Grant said, to 
give an idea of his unassuming man- 
ner: If you saw him going along the 
street and didn't know who he was, 
you would take him for some farmer 
that was pretty well-fixed.” Judge 
Webster, who talked with Grant while 
he was being shown the town, says 
that Grant is “a good conversational 

ist,” and a pleasant, jovial companion. 
In spite of his reputation for reticence, 
it seems that Grant can talk when he 
feels like it. 

THE DEPARTURE.

Some time before the special train 
bearing General Grant and party arri- 
ved here, Wadsworth had tarned out 
en masse to catch a glimpse of the hero, 
The train arrived at this point at 6:35 
F. M., stopping five minutes. As the 
train approached the depot our brass 


band of ten pieces, Hail to 
the Chief“ ana the old ems belched 
forth a reyal salute. General Grant 
stepped to the rear platform of the 
drawing room car, and was pleasaatly 
introduced to us by J. A. Filmore, 
master of transportation of the C. P. 
R. R. The silent man then gave us 
the opportunity of shaking his hand, 
which, as a married man remarked, is 
as soft asa lady’s cheek.
